It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered s complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

The inventor briefly described his invention, and then discussed the fact that the invention, unlike the prior art of record, 
allows the host on which the 'content' resides to intercept updates to files and to send notifications of the modification 
to specific destinations such as search engines. This 'push* model of update notification distinguishes the invention 
from the prior art of record, which performs update notification based on a conventional 'polling' model. 

The examiner agreed that such a method of performing update notification is not the most common method, and that 
(contingent upon a review of the Chow et al. reference) it likely distinguishes over that reference. 

The inventor intends to amend the claims to incorporate the new limitation, and to submit the amendment as part of the 
filing of an RCE. 
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
